Chicago, July 15. — Negotiations for 
peace in the slock yards' strike are 
practically at a standstill tonight, mid 
the strike will continue until one side 
or the other abandons something » . t" its 
demands. Both sides are anxious for a 
peaceable settlement, bul the stumbling 
block is that neither side is prepared 
to allow the ether to dictate the basis 
of the arbitration. 

This afternoon the packers considered 
.Mr. Donnelly's reply to their proposal 
of last night, but it proved unsatisfac- 
tory and the union olllcials were noti- 
fied thai it would be impossible ti> reach 
an agreement along the lines suggested 
by Mr. Donnelly. 

The packers declared themselves will- 
ing t<> arbitrate but stipulated thai the 
arbitration should include the entire 
scope of the strike and uol be. subject 
to restrictions or limitations of any 
kind. This commission was identical 
with the one sent yesterday to Mr. Don- 
nelly and tn which his counter proposi- 
tion el' today was a reply. 

A note also was sent to Mr. Donnel- 
ly notifying him that they would be 
ready for his answer tomorrow, and 
that if he desired anut her conference 
with them they would be pleased to 
meet him. No arrangements have as 
yet been made for another conference, 
but the reply of the unions to the last 
note of the packers will be sent, tomor- 
row morning. 

Mr. Doriuoily's last proposition was 
as follows: All advances to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, all strikers to be 
reinstated in a body; men employed by 
the packers since the strike may be re- 
tained it' use can be found for them. 
The temporary wage scale to be that 
in effect previous to May 28th. This 
means that unskilled labor is to be 
paid, pending the decision of arbitra- 
tors. IS 1 /-- cents instead oi [5 cents to 
IV- cents, the price -paid since Mav 
28th. 

The following is the reply of the pack- 
ers te the proposition of Mr. Donnelly: 
All grievances to be submitted to arbi- 
tration; the strikers to be re-employed 
is rapidly as places can be found for 
preference to be given the strik- 
ers in the order of their application for 
work; all men now at work to be re- 
tained and the temporary wages to be 
in accordance with the schedule in ef- 
fect at the time of the strike. 

The allied trades unions at the stuck 
yards are becoming restless and unless 
a settlement is shortly reached, they 
may stop work in sympathy with the 
strikers. The members of the allied 
crafts here number between 14,000 ami 
15.000, mostly union men. A mass 
meeting of these men will be held to- 
morrow night when the iiuestion of 
their quitting work will be discussed. 
The work in the parkin- plants in this 
city was continued today on a much 
larger scale than at any time since the 
strike has been declnreu. Many new 

men have been employed, ai g whom

A HEARTLESS ACTION. 



Seattle has a tremendous sensation 
over its milk supply which bids fair to 
spread to other coast cities, whore con- 
ditions are not very different from those 
which apply in the Sound cities. All 
the Sound papers are printing columns 
of the expose made by King County 
Medical Society's investigations. Start- 
ling facts are reported. The Times of 
thai city summarizes the situation thus: 

"All dairies supplying mil!; to Seat- 
tle are in an indescribably filthy cou- 
dil ion. 

•'Judged from the lowest acceptable 
standard of purity, fully two-thirds nf 
t he milk supply i~ iiiilil for use. 

"According to the Boston standard. 
Seattle Imsil't a drop uf milk lit for 
use. 

'•The majority of the methods of Pas- 
teurization employed in Seattle dairies 
ar- farcical in their inelllcicncy. 

'•The must harmful method of adul- 
teration is probably the use of dirty 
w ater." 

'flic following recommendations are 
made by the medical society: 

1. — That a committee be appointed by 
the King Comity Medical Society to 
confer with, the board of health of Se- 
attle and formulate a new city ordi- 
nance governing the care and sale of 
mill; in Seattle. 

2. — That in the new ordinance shall 
lie required licenses of all dairies, shops 
and wagons from which milk is sold. 

! 5. —That to obtain such licenses tin 1 
applicant must uol only submit to In- 
spection himself, but must supply a 
written agreement from the farmer or 
milk seller from whom he obtains his 
milk that the fanner or milk seller will 
also agree to inspection by the agents 
uf tin- city hoard of health.

7. — That buttling of milk be forbid- 
den except at the farm or city dairy. 

8. — Thnt if milk is pasteurized it 
should be required that the consumer 
he notified of the fact, including the 
temperature and duration uf the pro- 
cos, by menus uf labels on the bottles 
or otherwise. 

0. —Thai milk tickets be destroyed 
after they are returned front the coa-

Xanuimo. L. C, .Inly 15.— Local ma- 
rine men give Captain Shotton, of the 
steamer Quito, great credit for the skill 

ith Which he extricated his vessel 
from its position on the mud bank on 
which it grounded on Tuesday morn- 
ing. Captain Shotton is a very young 
man to hold so important a com m a ml, 
being but '_'T years of age. Neverthe- 
less be bus been master of the steamer 
tor rfour year--. Captain Shotton comes 
uf a family of sailors, no less than 
seventeen uf his relatives holding posi- 
tions in the line to which the Quito 
belongs. His brother is the famous 
Shotton, the boy captain, who perform- 
ed one of the most remarkable feats 
in the history of the British mercantile 
marine. Some few years ago young 
Shotton was senior apprentice on board 
a sailing vessel, which, by a strange 
series of fatalities, lost all her officers. 
Fever broke out on board and carried 
off the captain and second mate, as 
well as several of the crew. A storm 
swept the tirst mate overboard and with 
him the cbarthouse and instruments. 
Shotton was then in command of the 
vessel with three thousand miles be- 
tween him and the nearest port he could 
reach by continuing .his voyage, and, 
taking advantage of the prevailing 
winds. With the aid of the ship's car- 
penter he improvised a triangle of lath 
which enabled him to get his position, 
and by sheer force of character, ob- 
tained ' obedience from his men, who, 
doubting his ability and believing that 
.he had lost his way on the trackless 
ocean, mutinied when land did not ap- 
pear when they expected to see it. lie 
ended by bringing his ship in safety to 
port and received the thanks of the 
board of trade in the form of a gold 
medal and Qrst mate's papers, granted 
without the ordeal of an examination. 

The Quito, by the way, had a glimpse 
id' the famous Vludivostock squadron a 
few weeks ago. She loaded coal at 
Pocahontas, Va., and then sailed for 
Japan with her contraband cargo, by- 
way of the Cape of Good Hope. When 
off 'the coast of the Island Empire, her 
searchlight disclosed several Russian 
warships. Apparently they do not keep 
a very bright, lookout in the navy of 
the Czar, fur the Quito either was not 
seen or, having at once doused every 
light. managed to elude them, run the 
blockade successfully and land her 
car^o. 

The continued line weather had tempt- 
ed mil a multitude of campers wbo 
have just had their first experience of 
the unpleasant part of the business in 
the shape of a downpour of rain, which 
has lasted a good many hours.

WHOLLY DISCREDITED. 

London Times' Correspondent Denies 
Story of Great Slaughter of Japs. 

London, July 15. — The Tokio corre- 
spondent of the Times, in a despatch 
died at 0:45 p. in.

To the imrth uf Tatchekiao, in the di- 
rection of lliiicheng and Liaoyang, the 
Japanese forces lire moving in three 
bodies, while a large fresh reinforce- 
ment is advancing toward Tatchekiao 
from below Kniping. The Russians re- 
main in their pusitiuns. dazed and puz- 
zled to know what all this means. The 
fuel that the Japanese have made no 
attempt to occupy this city seems to 
mystify llioin still more. Only a few 
Russians l roups are here now."

_ Tlie trial of the action of the Centre 
Star Mining Company against the Ross- 
land .Miners' Union ami a number of 
named defendants for damages for loss 
suffered through the strike of 1001, will 
lie concluded today, provided that the 
special jury reach a decision within the 
lime available. Tlie whole of yesterday's 
silting of the court was occupied by the 
addresses of counsel to the jury, and 
the court rose at ii o'clock, on tlie con- 
clusion of Air. Taylor's address on be- 
half of l lie defendants. There tire cer- 
tain points to lie argued in regard to 
the relevancy of some of the evidence 
put iii, and Mr. Justice Duff's summing 
up and direction to the jury is likely 
to occupy some time in view of the 
large amount of testimony before the 
court, much of which was put in in 
documentary form. This will no doubt: 
occupy all of the forenoon, if not longer. 
The decision to sit today, in spite of 
the fact that Saturdays are generally 
exempt from work in the law courts, 
rests with the jury, who were given 
the option of sitting today or adjourn- 
ing to Monday, by his lordship. This 
Important question was deliberated in 
the seclusion of the jury room, and the 
decision announced by the foreman to- 
gether witli a request that the sitting 
today might commence as early as pos- 
sible. Tlie hour is ten. 

Mr. S. S. Taylor, K. C, having an- 
nounced that he would not call any wit- 
nesses on behalf of the defendants, Sir 
Hibbert Topper opened his address to 
the jury yesterday morning. 

Sir Hibbert prefaced his remarks by 
saying that the law did not prohibit 
men from declining to work or from 
striking, hut tlie strike must be coil- 
ducted by lawful methods. If a body 
of men went on strike and used unlaw- 
ful methods, such as intimidation, etc., 
to prevent other men from accepting 
tlie work they hnd left, then they be- 
came liable for any damage suffered by 
the employer. Then there was also the 
object, of the strike to be considered, be- 
cause the legality of the strike would 
depend upon whether the object, in view 
was lawful or not. In this connection 
he asked the jury to believe that the 
real object of the strike wuh not to ob- 
tain a higher rate of wages for the class 
of mine employees known tin mockers 
and carmen.

Sir Hibbert, having traced the re- 
maining stages of the situation leading 
up to tlie strike order of July Kith, pro- 
ceeded to refer to the evidence of un- 
lawful acts committed by the strikers 
during the strike, briefly referring to the 
evidence already published in the Col- 
onist, of assaults, black lists, picketing, 
etc. It would be argued, probably, by 
counsel for the defence thai' these acts 
had been directed against the Le Itoi 
and not against the Centre Star, but 
the influence of those acts was the 
same for both ' companies, and had the 
Centre Star endeavored to open up. as 
tiie l.e Roi hail done, the Centre Star 
would have been treated in the same 
way. 

Concluding, Sir Hibbert s.aid in part: 
"On your verdict, depends, to a great 
extent, the future well-being of tlie min- 
ing industry. The- results of this case 
will not be confined to Rossland: A 
verdict for substantia! damages will en- 
able the Centre Star to provide against 

a reeurren f the trouble. An order 

of the court can be enforced without 
robbing one of these men of the rights 
they have under the British crown. It 
is true that none of the worst acts thnt 
have marked the operations of tlie 
Western Federation of Miners in the 
United States wore committed at Ross- 
land, but that was because they know 
that in this country law and order are 
Upheld. I hope that you, hv your ver- 
dict, will support that belief." " Sir Hib- 
bert then submitted a number of ques- 
tions for the jury to consider. 

Mr. Taylor, on behalf of the defen- 
dants, repudiated any intention on their, 
or his, part to suppress any evidence 
bearing on the case. The jury should 
remember that a strike is always un- 
popular, but nevertheless a strike wns 
lawful in order to secure higher wages. 
The gist of the action was damages. 
There was only one question for the 
jury to answer. Counsel for the plain- 
tiffs had brought in a great mass of 
evidence which had really nothing to do 
with the case. The question was: Had 
any legal right of the Centre Star Com- 
pany been violated?

If one man had a right 
to leave the employment of the com- 
pany, then iwo hundred had a right to 
do so. No matter bow dark a con- 
spiracy might have been behind the , 
strike, if the men bad a legal right to 
quit work, the case of the plaintiffs 
must fall to the ground. If the jury 
found that any legal right of the plain- j 
tiffs had been violated, they would have I 
to determine ivhether dan. age resulted | 
to the plaint ill's.

In regard to the question of 
damage, it could not be said that the 
defendants were responsible for the fall 
in copper, or the loss thereby incurred 
through the delay in smelting the ore 
of the plaintiff company.

Relative Interests if Federal 
And Local Governments 
Are Cleaiiy Defined. 



What Requests Were Made of 
Ottawa Authorities By 
British Columbia. 



As a result of the visit nf Hon. J. F. 
Fulton and Fishery Commissioner' Bnb- 
coek, of British Columbia, to Ottawa, the 
relative claims of the province and of the 
Dominion with respect to .fishery matters 
Jinvc been very clearly defined, says the 
■Ottawa correspondent of the Vancouver 
World. It is understood that tile Dominion 
-was asked to repay to the province the 
totul collected in fishery licenses In Brit- 
ish Columbia, from Confederation to 1000, 
minus expenditure for hatcheries and the 
policing of salmon wators. In 1000, 1002 
and 1003 n modus "Vivendi with regard to 
these licenses was reached by which the 
province undertook 'the protection of fisher- 
ies which might be 'regarded as provincial 
under the privy council decision. A test 
case was suggested With regard to sea- 
const fisheries. lioth governments were to 
have the right to issue licenses and collect 
fees on the Fraser down to the sea. To 
avoid friction, however, the Dominion gov- 
ernment assumed control, accounting to 
British Columbia for the attaining con- 
trol beyond the mouths of rivers. 

Over against 'the claims of the prov- 
ince to its portion of the fishery license 
fees, Hon. Mr. Prefontaine places expendi- 
tures incurred for the regulation and pro- 
tection of the fisheries, hatcheries, fishery 
patrol steamers, etc. 

It Is claimed on behalf of his depart- 
ment that the sum thus expended during 
the three years mentioned was $102,814.82 
in excess of the license fees collected from 
all fisheries, whether claimable or not un- 
der the privy council's decision. 

The provincial ministers, it Is also un- 
derstood, asked the Federal government 
to pay them a portion of the Halifax fish- 
eries award as compensation for the loss 
entailed on British Columbia as a result of 
the treaty of Washington. This claim Is 
resisted by the Dominion on the grounds 
Hint the moneys paid over by the Cnlted 
States under that award were for privil- 
eges given United States fishermen on 'the 
Atlantic const. 

British Columbia was not, it Is claimed, 
under the award, obliged to open Its In- 
shore fisheries to United States fishermen. 

Hon. Mr. Fnlton also renewed the re- 
quest that the control of the whole salmon 
and interior fisheries of the province he 
transferred to his government, the latter 
undertaking to bear nil the ■ expenses of 
hatcheries, policing, etc. As an alterna- 
tive, he suggested the appointment of a 
commission to go Into the matter. 

Failing this, Mr. Fulton nske'd that the 
province be given entire control of the 
fisheries, or [lending settlement the Fed- 
eral authorities turn over hatcheries n^'d 
other means for propagating fish to the 
province, who' would bear the cost of their 
maintenance. 'If this were done, the prov- 
ince of British Columbia asked the Imme- 
diate payment of the license moneys first 
referred to in the mddus Vivendi of 1000 
being continued, and the province being 
consulted in regard to new regulations. 

This proposal is nlso resisted by the de- 
partment. The minister declines' to aban- 
don nny of the rights of legislation ami 
control given the Dominion by the privy 
council, just as the province secured pro- 
prietary rights under the same decision. 

In the conferences held, it is understood 
that Hon. Mr. Prefontaine urged strong- 
ly that in order that the great fishery 
wealth of the Dominion, and more partic- 
ularly the undeveloped fishery resources) of 
British Columbia, should lie exploited, that 
the undivided control of these fisheries 
should rest with the Dominion. This Is 
the more important as under the act of 
confederation the Dominion has the sole

There Is one argument which a Canadian 
minister never fiiilD to use.

This argument Is that the Intercolonial 
railway was not built as a commercial 
speculation, but for political reasons main- 
ly. It sounds well when a deficit has to 
be announced, and shifts the blame for 
the losses of the Intercolonial from the 
present generation to the Fathers of Con- 
federation. The fathers being nearly ail 
dead, do not mind the accusation. But Is 
it not rather wearisome to have this old 
story Hung at us year after year? Can 
not the minister for the time being, what- 
ever party he belongs to, stake ills reputa- 
tion on making the Intercolonial pay? The 
Intercolonial is well equipped and well of- 
ficered. It is a good railway, and if ex- 
tended to the West should be made to 
pay, If political considerations were whol- 
ly laid aside, the chances of making it 
pay ought to be excellent. We might as 
well have tlie whole truth about the mat- 
ter and know definitely whether Interco- 
lonial deficits are largely due to party ob- 
ligations and not to a mistake in the route.

THE GRAND TRUNK 
RAILWAY. 



PACIFIC 



By a typographical error in the edi- 
torial of yesterday dealing with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, t he estimated cost 
of construction through British Colum- 
bia is placed at ?37,500,000. This, it 
is hardly necessary to explain, should 
have been $17,500,000. Of course, that 
is merely an estimate. It may be $15,- 
000,000 or $25,000,000. The* average 
cost per mile of the C. P. R. through 
British Columbia was about $55,000, 
and the length of the main line is 505 
miles. The work was heavier in all pro- 
bability than will be entailed on the 
northern line, and the cost of railway 
const ruction has been considerably re- 
duced since the days of the Onderdonk 
contract. It is impossible, owing to no 
route having yet been selected, to say 
what the length of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific lino in British Columbia will 
he; but offhand, we should think about 
COO miles. Whether the length be 550 
or GOO miles, or whether the cost be 
more or less than we have estimated, 
does not in the least affect the posi- 
tion we have taken in respect to the 
serious responsibilities to be assumed 
by British Columbia, as compared with 
the rest of Canada, in respect to it. 

The Colonist is not to lie considered 
as taking nil attitude of hostility to the 
building of a new transcontinental line, 
or to the Grand Trunk Pacific Kail way 
Company as a corporation. There is no 
opposition in Canada, mucli less in Brit- 
ish Columbia, to the construction of 
another transcontinental line north of 
tlie Canadian Pacific Railway. It has 
been recognized for some time as one 
of the inevitable enterprises of the fu- 
ture; and it has not been a serious ques- 
tion of dispute in the minds of any 
person, except possibly as to the ripe- 
ness of time for i(s being undertaken. 
So far as the Liberal-Conservative pol- 
icy is concerned, as outlined by the 
leaders at Ottawa, the question is not 
whether it should be built, but how it THE 
should lie built. The position taken by 
the leader of tile Opposition is that, if 
(he country is to assume the whole of 
the cost of the road. and. practically, Kj, 
finance it. the country should build and j ],,, 
own it. Comparisons are made by the ' 
Liberal party in respect to tie- terms 
under which the Canadian Pacific [tail- 
way was built. Even it' a fair com- 
parison could lie instituted, which we 

submit cannot, we must ,.;> r the 

time and tin- conditions of tlie construc- 
tion of our national highway. The ('. 
C I!, was ;i great experiment: i' was 
projected for over two thousand miles 
into and through a wilderness: there 
was neither local t ruffle developed nor 
trnns-Paeific trade connections awaiting 
its completion. It was part of the 
political framework of Confederation, 
and a national necessity in order to! 
effectively and permanently bind the 
Provinces together. The Liberal party, 
including all the leaders, opposed it. 
There is not a member of the present 
Liberal Government tit Ottawa, in pub- 
lic life at the time its construction was 
an issue, who did not regard it as an 
undertaking too vast for a young coun- 
try like Canada to shoulder. National 
bankruptcy was foretold as a conse- 
quence, and the probability of its pay- 
ing axle grease was seriously question- 
ed (Vide the speeches of Blake, Mills 
and Mackenzie of that day). 

Now that it is built and has proved 
to he a success far beyond what was 
ever anticipated by its most sanguine 
promoters— after the problem has been 
solved— it is easy to say that it cost 
too much, and that some better system 
of building it in the public interest 
could have been devised. Even very 
budding politicians can be wise after 
the event. It, however, required great 
political wisdom to conceive a practi- 
cal scheme of such magnitude, and still 
greater political courage to carry it into 
effect. Tlie Grand Trunk Pacific and 
the Canadian Northern and the trans- 
Pacific and trans-Atlantic steamship 
lines and the Pacific Cubic were made 
possible by it, and not otherwise. If 
mistakes took place in connection with 
it, if the system cost more money to 
the country than was really necessary, 
if more favorable conditions could have 
been exacted from the Company— these 
were things incidental to ;i great enter- 
""Yricil out without tlie previous 



the Liberal-Conservative Government, 
under Sir John Maedonnhl, subsequent- 
ly took hold of the enterprise it was 
organized without delay and pushed 
with tremendous energy to a success- 
ful completion. H we except the 
monopoly clause in respect to Manitoba, 
afterwards rescinded, and, without a 
doubt, the mistake in the conditions at- 
tached to the hind grant, few today, 
judging by the wonderful results which 
have (lowed from the building of the 
C. P. 1!., would exchange the benefits 
arising out of it for the possibilities that 
might have been realized by reason of 
some other plan having been adopted. 
In speaking of the land grant to the 
C. P. B. in the Northwest, we refer 
to conditions which might have hasten- 
ed settlement within its boundaries, but 
which at the present time, however, are 
not proving so serious after all. 

Apart from the general policy of 
building the Grand Trunk Pacific, as 
it affects Canada as a whole, and as a 
matter upon which opinions may bo 
divided, there is the local aspect of 
the contract which afTeets us as British 
Columbia in a very vital way. As read- 
ers are aware, elsewhere construction 
under the contract is bound to com- 
mence at three points simultaneously. 
As the line west of Winnipeg is to be 
constructed by the company, that will 
bo a natural starting point. In respect 
to the portion built by the Government 
necessarily Quebec and New Bruns- 
wick with their dominating influence 
had to be conciliated. British Columbia, 
witli its numerically small and weak 
representation is treated as the tail 
end of the Dominion, and its interests 
entirely ignored. We pointed out yes- 
terday, its population of 200,000 is po- 
tentially equal to 000,000 in the rest 
of Canada, and its estimated average 
population of 750,000 or 1,000,(11)0 ex- 
tending over a forty-year period would 
be equal to three times that, on 
the scale of contribution to the Domin- 
ion. Accepting the bitter estimate of 
1,000,000 as against 12,500,000 in the 
whok- Of Canada, with oite-twelftli of 
the population wo assume a liability 
eqttal to between one-third and one- 
fourth of the whole amount for which 
the rest of Canada becomes liable. 

By building from the eastern side of 
the Rockies through to the Coast, Brit- 
ish Columbia reaps not a dollar of the 
benefits incidental to construction. An 
army of men will be employed, to sup- 
ply which goods will be brought from 
Winnipeg, and whither the wages of 
the men and the great percentage of 
money for disbursements will go. Our 
'merchants, shippers and forwarders and 
coasting lines of steamers will have no 
opportunity to participate in the enor- 
mous business thereby created. Di- 
rectly or indirectly the whole of the 
Province would have vastly benefited by 
the line being commenced at the Paci- 
fic terminus. It is useless to say that 
the cost of the railway would be great- 
ly increased by Starting the line at 
this end. Supplies must ill any event 
come from Winnipeg whither they wUl 
be shipped from eastern points on the 
C. P. R. The haulage after that, even 
on the line of (!. T. I'. on construc- 
tion cars from 1,000 to 1,500 miles, will 
mean expense. The extra haul from 
Winnipeg to the coast by rail and by 
Water to the western terminus would 
make the cost of supplies but little 
greater than at Winnipeg, while in 
many lines supplies imported by way 
of the Horn could be delivered here at 
cheaper rates than there. 

With all the advantages in sight for 
British Columbia which the proposal 
would have afforded and all the appar- 
ent disadvantages of its being disre- 
garded we can only wonder that tile 
Liberal representatives from British 
Columbia sat dumb as oysters, not rais- 
ing a single voice in behalf of their con- 
stituents, whose interests they were sent 
to Parliament to protect and advance.

That state 
moat is a malicious falsehood, and is with 
out foundation! For, upon making In- 
quiries,, I am Informed by Mr. Finn that

SOLAR AND STANDARD TIME. 



Insurance and Financial Chronicle. 
A number of enquiries have been ran 



this week as to what Is meant by tin 
above Items, 

Solar time, or apparent time, means Hie 
measure of the day by the apparent posi- 
tions of tlie nm. As spoken of by astron- 
omers It Is determined by apparent noon, 
or the Instant of passage of tlie centre of 
the sun over the meridian, that is. When 
the line of tin' meridian bisects tlie ex- 
act centre of the sun's disc. Astronomi- 
cal llnie means solar time reckoned from 
noon throughout tlie 24 hours. 
By "standard time" Is meant 11 uniform 

«V«te f tl reckoning adopted in 

1883 by the principal railways on tills 
continent, ns well as by many cities. By 
Hie standard time system this continent Is 
divided Into four sections, each of which 
extends over 15 degrees of longitude. Tills 
makes a difference In time or one hour. The 
prevails In the first section, Hie time of 
its central meridian, that is. tlie time of 

1 he TfUli meridian, called "Eastern lime," 
prevails In Hie tlrst section, tlie time of 
the Oflth meridian, called "Central lime," 
prevails In Hie next section, the time of 
the 105tll meridian. called ".Mountain 
time," prevails In the third section, and 
the time of the 120th meridian, called "Paci- 
11c time," prevails in tlie fourth, the most 
westerly taction. Hence It Is noon at the 
same moment In all places In the Eastern 
section; that Is from T'/j degrees cast of 
the 7. r ith meridian to 7'/j degrees west of 
It, while In the Central section at tlie 
same moment It Is only 11 o'clock, In tin? 
Mountain section, 10 o'clock, and Pacific 
seetluu I) o'clock.

ELECTRICITY AND LAW IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The fact that the law of electricity in 
America is administered independently 
in all states of the Union, naturally 
leads, says Engineering, to the discus- 
sion of a number of cases in the Ameri- 
can courts. Although the decisions 01" 
'American judges are not binding in any 
court of the United Kingdom, yet they 
are regarded witli considerable favor, 
and if any new principle which has its 
origin in the vagaries of electricity us a 
means of distributing light and power 
requires elucidation, the energy of the 
lawyer who refers to the United States 
Law Reports is well repaid. Accidents 
arising owing to the escape of electric- 
ity appear to be the most fruitful 
source of actions. If a trolley wire, or 
other wire conveying a powerful cur- 
rent, were to fall on land belonging to 
the company, it would not be liable to 
make good the injuries sustained by a 
trespasser who should stumble against 



it. If, on the other hand, the trolley 
wire fell in the street, the company 
should be held liable for the conse- 
quences. So, in another case, it was 
declared to be the duty of an electric 
company to know the condition of its 
wires, and to use the utmost care to 
keep them safely protected by proper 
insulation, in order thut those exposed 
to likelihood of contact witli them may 
escape injury; and a direction to the 
jury that the company is only required 
to use such means as will prevent the 
escape of the current is too favorable 
to the company. On the other hand, 
continues Engineering, an electric-light- 
ing company is not bound to exercise 
anything more than ordinary care and 
foresight. If, however, an electrical 
company lays its wires in such a posi- 
tion that they are likely to come in 
contact with and inflict injury upon 
persons using highways and other pub- 
lic places, it must answer for the con- 
sequences. An electric company laid 
its wires on the viaduct of a city 
street, outside of, but close to, the road- 
way, between which wires and way 
there was a railing or balustrade over 
which small boys were in the habit 
of climbing and getting close to the 
wires. These wires were defectively in- 
sulated; of which fad, and of the hab- 
it of tiic boys, the company bad knowl- 
edge. One of the boys, when in the 
act of climbing, was killed by coming 
in contact with the insulated wires. It 
was decided that the company was lia- 
ble. Again, in the case of Lexington 
Railway Company vs. Fain (ubi supra), 
an electric company, which permitted 
a pulley wire used in lowering and 
hoisting an arc lamp to remain without 
proper or any Insulation, and to come 
in contact witli the feed-wires, and be- 
come so charged with electricity that a 
boy passing along the sidewalk and 
taking hold of the wire where it passed 
round the reel on the pole at a point 
feet above the ground, was killed 
by the current, was guilty of negli- 
gence. Contributory negligence on the 
part of the person injured may, adds 
Engineering, relieve the company.

New York, July lo. — The decision of 
Judge Brldford handed down today in the 
Northern Securities ease proved of explo- 
sive effect on the stocks of the Union Paci- 
fic, Southern Pacific aud Northern Securi- 
ties, in spite of the large preliminary spec- 
ulation which has been going ou in those 
stocks most of the week In anticipation of 
this decision. The violent effect is more 
noteworthy as its general tenor as well 
was pretty accurately foreboded. in the 
general market the effect was more in ac- 
cordance with normal expectation, the 
speculation coming to a pause after an 
animated movement to take profit. South- 
ern Pacific and Union Pacific also, after a 
spasmodic jump on the first announcement 
of tile decision, wavered under a Hood of 
prolit-taking offerings. Hut the two stocks 
then resumed an aggressive upward move- 
ment and announced the general market 
to hold some of Its earlier gains, but there 
were no important new points of strength 
developed after the Securities decision be- 
came known. Without any determination 
of the vital points at Issue in the conten- 
tions, the result Is to leave the whole con- 
tioversy stiil opened, while the financial 
paralysis of the corporation both as to re- 
ceiving dividends from constituent com- 
panies and distributing to their own stock- 
holders assured until the quarrel is set- 
tled. 

The market during the morning was of 
much tile same kind for some days past, 
although the expectation of the Northern 
Securities decision was an Influence even 
then. Some of the recent strong stocks 
were under pressure of prolit-taking, while 
others made fresh advances. Union Pacific 
rose to 07;s and Southern Pacific to 52, 
which was not fully held, and the Irregu- 
lar tone of the market iu the final hours 
Continued up to the close. 

Pressure on the Burlington joint fours' 
and the Oregon Short Line participating 
fours made the otherwise firm bond njar- 
ket irregular.

LOGGERS' GRIEVANCES. 

Hon. R. G. Tntlow Interviewed by a Vai 
couver Newspaper. 

Hon. R. G. Tatlow, minister of finance, 
stated to a Vancouver Ledger reporter, 
when asked what would likely be done 
with the loggers' petition praying tue 
government to remove the export uuty on 
logs going Into the States, that lie could 
not speak for the government iu the mat- 
ter, as the petition had not yet been con 
sldercd by the executive, anil It was a 
question that the l'rcmlcr and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet would have to decide 
as a body. 

Captain Tatlow said, however, thai it 
might be pretty hard to convince the gov- 
ernment that it was In the best interests 
of the province to comply with the peti- 
tioners' request. 

Asked to express his own views in the 
mutter, he said he could only repeat what 
he had already said: -'II: was the policy 
of the government, as far as possible, to 
encourage the manufacture of the products 
of British Columbia within the province. 
This policy having been carried out has en- 
couraged new mills to lie established lor 
the purpose of sawing timber in the prov- 
ince and large capital had been invested 
in this direction; to do anything now in- 
imical to those Interests would require 
very serious consideration. He was not 
aware of any arguments yet advanced 
that In his opinion would justify such an 
action. In speaking further of the mat- 
ter, Cnptnln Tatlow said that he under- 
stood that there was an overproduction of 
logs, and he Intimated that while this was 
regrettable, It was not the fault of the 
government's policy, as the loggers were 
aware of the conditions before the cuts 
took place.

C'hiiuinfu, W'eihsicn and Clionto'un 
.Now Accessible to Foreign Trade. 

The Scuttle curiums olDce is in re- 
ceipt id' a notice from Minister Conger 
of the opening of three new ports, 
namely one at or near Chinanfu, the 
capital of Shantung; another at Weill- 
Bleu and a third at CllOIltO-Ull, in the 
lOliangshnn district. 

The foreign office to Mr. Conger: In 
tlie third month of the thirtieth year of 
Kuaiighsii (May, 1004) the superin- 
tendent of northern trade, together with 
the governor of Shantung, sent in a 
memorial asking that China voluntarily 
open up to foreign trade a mart outside 
or Chiliailfll, the capital of Shantung, 
and also a village to the east of the 
capital, called Woihslen, as well as 
Clionto'un in the Chnngsjinn district; 
the last iwo to be considered branches 
of the port ill ClllllOllfU. 

This board after due consideration 
did, upon the lirst day of the fourth 
moon (May 15, 1004), prepare a mem- 
orial containing this request, in response 
to which we hud the honor to receive 
an Imperial edict giving the sanction 
of the throne to the mutter. 

As soon as we have formulated sat- 
isfactory resolutions and decided upon 
a day for opening the port we will 
iignin write to inform your excellency 
of the matter — but as in duty bound 
also send this letter in advance, that 
your excellency may be notified of the 
action taken.

Remarkable Claims For a Novel 
Style of Stenofjraphic 
Art 



Mr. Norton C'rintz, ex-reporter in tlie 
gallery of the British Houses of Com- 
mons and Lords, and in the law courts 
of London, and now a teacher of a sys- 
tem of shorthand that took seven ex- 
pert reporters seven years to perfect, 
is a tall, handsome man, with keen 
.gray-blue eyes, gray hair, an imperial 
moustache and tlia air of a man of the 
whrlil. lie is not at all like the typi- 
cal American reporter, but rather has 
the appearance of a man who might 
be a great financier, a famous artist, 
a noted preacher or a renowned novel- 
ist. 

But he is devoting his time ami en- 
ergies lo the inculcation of a system of 
short haiu i which he declares is the tie 
plus ultra ol' the science of stenogra- 
phy. The gallery reporters in the Com- 
mons used to lie greatly bothered with 
the talk of certain members, who al- 
though they spoke so rapidly as to en- 
title their utterances to he classed as 
inere gabble, did sometimes say impor- 
tant tilings which unfortunately it was 
considered necessary to rescue from the 
cataract of noisy palaver tor the fur- 
ther intellectual illumination of the 
British' newspaper reader. 

The reporters found that their notes 
of those talkers' talk were full of 
"corkscrews," that is, of wavy lines 
which freely mean; "I hist track of 
him here." Tlie reporter with those 
"corkscrews" in ids notes had to go 
around amongst his comrades and ask 
them lo lill in the blanks. All the re- 
porters thus depended upon one anoth- 
er, hut it mis plainly apparent to the 
reporters that this sort of thing was 
.preposterous. What was wanted was 
a system of shorthand that would en- 
able tlie reporter to follow even the 
mosl outrageous speed of the fastest 
talker in tlie House. 

The obtuse angles of the Pitman sys- 
tem were found to lie insuperable ob- 
stacles lo the attainment of this sp I. 

Quietly amongst themselves, the seven 
veteran reporters worked away at their 
new system. They borrowed ideas from 
every system known: they boldly ap- 
propriated to their own uses the good 
points and rejected the crudities, the 
practical impossibilities of those sys- 
tems; gradually they gained their 
point, and shortly after the death of 
Sir Isaac Pitman, they announced their 
invention to the world. Mr. Prints! says 
that tiic system has been subjected to 
the severest tests, and the most search- 
ing criticism, hut has withstood all. 

When a Colonist reporter entered Mr. 
Vrintz's studio in the Imperial Bank 
building, and casually remarked in the 
course of the preliminaries that he, 
also, was a shorthand writer, Mr. 
Printz said: "The Pitman, of course." 

"No, not by any means of course," re- 
plied the reporter, "tile ." 

"Oil, yes." rejoined Mr. Print/., "and 
a very good system, too; wo have some 
of ii ill ours; the best points." 

So it proved. Mr. Printz gave a most 
interesting account of his travels all 
over the world, establishing centres of 
tuition. Those schools are now to he 
found in nil the principal cities and 
towns the world round, and Canada will 
have its quoin this year. The numbers 
who are enquiring into the merits of 
the system hero show that the subject 
is one in which many are interested. 
Mr. Print/, related some instances of 
litiirveloaslv rapid proficiency in learn- 
ing this system; not week or months, 
bill doj'8 being all that are necessary 
for some apt pupils in Victoria for the 
■mastery of the principles of the system 
and the writing of the characters at a 
fair spiH'd. 

Mr. Printz will not leave Victoria 
until he has trained one of those pupils 
to such n state of proficiency that he 
will lie able to carry on the work m 
Victoria. This result Mr. Printz is con- 
fident of achieving within a few weeks. 
He will then proceed to Vancouver and 
found a centre there. His next place 
of cull will be Winnipeg, and SO on 
through the provinces to the Atlantic 
const. 

The great point claimed by the advo- 
cates of the twentieth century shorthand 
is the conquering of the bothersome ob- 
tuse angle, the bugbear of Pitman and 
some other shorthand systems, it too,;
